Sir—The officiai gazette of laws and orders of
July 8. 1016, announces that the military authorities
are thinking of commandeering all existing copper,
tin and nickel in occupied territory. We could not |
hrine ourselves to believe that the occupying power
would ever rezort to such measures; but now an
order of December 50 confirms that of July 8 and we
learn that these regulations are now being enforced.
